‘POUGHKEEPSIE, N. ¥.,; Aug. 29 
—Spurred by almost constant rain, 
Wappinger’s Creek and otlier streams 
in Dutchess County overflowed their 
banks, flooding  Jowlands, washing 
away. eight or ten Summer cottages, 
several small bridges and roads and 
leaying a trail of wreckage in the 
path of’ the flood ‘today. 

Rising in Central Dutchess County, 
Wappinger’s Creek is about 50 miles 
lohg. Three days of heavy: rain 
filled ‘the stream to overflowing. Sev- 
eral small dams were carried out’ in 
the rush of water with the result 
that the water rose five or six feet 
higher than normal. 

Flood conditions as have ex- 
isted in the Spring ‘but old residents 
of the county cannot “recall any 
similar flood in StnimMér. “Several 
factories..along the banks of the 
stream were forced to stop work to- 
day until the water. receded. 

The William E. Ritchie Corporation 
at Pleasant’ Valley, a textile mill, 
which for several generations’. has 
used water power, closed. its doors 
after - the ‘water réached several 
motors in the basement. The Dutchess 
Bleachery at Wappinger’s Falls is 
menaced and men are at watch at 
the dam. there looking for any sign 
of weakness in the structure.

TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 29—The pop- 

ularity of President Coolidge in Kan- 
sas, in spite of his veto of the Mc- 

nary-Haugen Bill, a measure..whith 
appeals strongly to most of the great 
farming States of the Northwest and 
Central West, emphasizes the marked 
change that has taken place in the 
political attitude of Kansans within 
a comparatively recént period. 
Kansas: is no longer ‘Bleeding 
Kansas.”’ There has been a rather 
sweeping reaction from the days 
when the State was the storm centre 
of that political insurgency known 
as ‘‘Populism,’’ and followed such 
leaders of discontent as Mary Ellen 
Lease and “‘Sockless’’ Jerry Simpson. 
The State. has not always given its 
electoral vote to Republican candi- 
dates for President. Weaver, Popu- 
list nominee for President, with 
Democratic endorsement, carried 
Kansas over President. Harrison in 
1892. William Jennings Bryan car- 
ried it over McKinley in 1896, but 
lost it to McKinley in 1900. President 
Wilson got its electoral vote in 1912 
over both Taft. and Roosevelt, and’ 
was again the victor in Kansas over 
Hughes in 1916. 

In the last two Presidential elec- 

tions Kansas has returned to its 


normal Republican allegiance. Hard- 
ing won its electoral vote in 1920 by 
a rousing majority over Cox, and the 
victory of Coolidge in 1924 is stressed 
by the following. impressive ‘showing 
of the Presidential vote: Coolidge, 
Republican, 407,671; Davis, Demo- 
crat, 156,319; La Follette, Progres- 
sive, 98,461. 


State Less Discontented. 


The comparatively poor showing. of 
the Third Party with the late Sena- 
tor La Follette at its head, gives an 
indication of the movement toward 
@ more conservative and less dis- 
contented frame of mind on.the part

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RELIGIOUS WARS COST 
250 LIVES IN INDIA 
Viceroy Appeals to Assembly to 


End Conflicts Between Hindus 
and Moslems. 


SIMLA, India, Aug. 20 ().—Be- 


tween 250 and 300 people have been/| 


killed and more than 2,500 injured 
in less than eighteen months as the 
result of religious conflicts between 
Hindus and Moslems in various parts 
of India, Lord Irwin, the Viceroy, 
stated in addressing the Legislative 


| Assembly here today. 
Calcutta was one of the storm cen- 


tres last year, and Lord Erwin said 
that from April to July the city 
seemed to be under the mastery of 
an evil spirit to such an extent that 
the law had to be reasserted by dras- 
tic methods, The same sinister in- 
fluences were at work elsewhere, he 
declared. 

The Viceroy said that there was 
much in Indian social life that cried 
out for remedy and reform, but the 
‘task would be sorely handicapped so 
long as the country was distracted 
and torn by the present animosities. 

India desires home government, 
continued the Viceroy. It is Great 
Britain’s task to guide her to this 
end, and both Great Britain and In- 
confronted with the vital 
necessity of laying the spectre that 
besets the path of their common 
hopes, 

Lord Irwin said his hope that an 
agreement might be reached between 
the communities was disappointed, 
although he was pleased to see state- 
ments recently indicating that a 
fresh effort might be made to bring 
the Hindus and Moslems together. 
He concluded with the statement 
that he would gladly associate him- 
self with any genuine attempt to 
find a practical solution of these 
differences. 


The age-old and bitter conflict be- 
tween the two major religions of In- 


dia resulted in numerous sanguinary 
clashes last year, some of the worst 
trouble occurring in Calcutta in 
April, when troops had to be called 
out to restore order. 

Between April 2 and 5 Calcutta saw 
desperate fighting between Hindus 
and Moslems, and the police reported 
that forty-five people were killed and 
more than 500 injured during these 
four days. Troops finally were set 
to patrolling the streets with ma- 
chine guns to keep the combatants 


apart. 

On April 23 sporadic rioting broke 
out again and continued for a week, 
Pp up another great casualty -list 
which was recorded as forty-five 
killed and 375 injured. 

Lesser riots were reported from 
Simla, India’s Summer capital; 
Kharagpur, Rawalpindi and Delhi, 
the panes seat of the rn- 
ment.

FIVE HURT BY BLAST 
IN SUBWAY AIR LINE 


Half Ton of Debris Is Rained on 
Second Avenue After Hole 
Is Torn in Pavement. — 


BUILDINGS ARE DAMAGED 


Reserves Called to Still Excitement 
When Neighborhood Raises 
Cry of Bomb. 


Five persons were slightly hurt 
and a hole five feet in diameter was 
torn we the pavement when a com- 
pressed-air line running under Fifty- 
third Street burst at Second Avenue | 
shortly before 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning.

BROADWAY LIMITED 
IN FATAL WREGK 


Two Die, Two Badly Hurt, When 
Crack Pennsylvania Train 
Leaves the Rails. 


PULLMAN HAS CLOSE CALL 


Hangs. Over 200-Foot Hill as 


Coupling Pin Holde—Men in 
Engine Killed. 


PITTSBURGH, Aug. 29 (4).—Fate 
and luck were passengers on the 
Broadway Limited, crack Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad flier, as it sped 
through the Central Pennsylvania 
mountain region early today. 

Fate gained the upper hand near 
the Gallitzin Tunnel, just outside Al- 
toona when on a sharp curve one of 
the giant locomotives hauling the 
club car and nine Pullmans plunged 
from the rails and crashed to the 
foot of a 200-foot hill, a twisted mass 
of steel, encasing the crushed bodies 
of two enginemen. Then luck inter- 
vened, and tonight, as passengers re- 
counted their escape from death and 
injury, they agreed ‘‘we were lucky.”’ 

A blanket of fog shrouded Benning- 
ton curve as the train, pride of the 
Pennsylvania Road, sped toward 
New York. As the lead locomotive 
came to the right bend in the rails, 
it jumped the tracks and plunged 
down the hill. The second engine 
Sumped to a halt against an em- 
bankment. The club car followed 
the first locomotive, breaking away 
from a Pullman, which shot out into 
Space half its length to hang sus 
pended over the brink. The auto- 
matic coupler and pin on the rear of 
this Pullman held fast and the big 
steel car with its cargo of human 
life remain-d balanced on the hill- 
top. 

There was little confusion. Passen- 
gers, many clad only in night cloth- 
ing, made their way out safely. L. 
L. Seer of Amarillo, Texas, crawled 
from his berth in the tilted Pullman 
and, glancing from a window, found 
the car was on the very edge of the 
hill. 

*‘I could look right down and see 
the wrecked locomotive at the foot 
of the ravine,’’ he said. ‘“‘I don’t un- 
derstand how all the passengers es- 
caped injury.”’ 

Passengers in the rear Pullmans 
soon rushed to the brink of the hill, 


drawn by the cries of an engineman 
inned in the wrecked locomotive.

Youth Describes the Crash. 


Fifty of the 117 passengers aboard 
the Broadway Limited of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, in a wreck near 
Altoona, Pa., about 2:30 yesterday 
morning, arrived at the Pennsyl- 
vania Station here yesterday after- 
noon, little the worse for their expe- 
rience and loud in their praise of 
the calmness and courage of the 
veteran conductors on the train, 
whose prompt action in reassuring 
women and children undoubtedly 
prevented a serious panic. The other 
passengers left the train at Altoona.

The conductors were busy 
calming the passengers and helping 
other members of the train crew to 
get passengers in overturned cars 
out through the windows. They cer- 
tainly did fine work and in a little 
while had every one quieted down. 
It looked for a while as if there 
would be a c, for every one was 
excited right after the engines left 
the rails.’”’

Also -Be Made—Olvil Ser- 
vice Help for WNYC. 


Inauguration of the Marconi short 


wave beam system between England 
and Rocky Point, L. I., early in Oc 
tober will be purely experimental, ac- 
cording to a representative of the 
Radio Corporation of America, oper- 
ator of this end of the beam circuit. 

By no means will. the new system 
supplant the high. power transmit- 
ters now employed. for communica- 
tion with Europe,” said a represen- 
tative of the company. . “‘The big 
stations now in use will remain the 
backbone of our system.’’ 

The installation at. Rocky Point 
featuring British built apparatus 
similar to that used’ in the Marconi 
beam stations in Canada and Eng- 
land is.about completed. It-is ex- 
pected that the beams: will handle 
high-speed facsimile transmission 
more efficiently .than the. powerful 
long wave code stations which here- 
tofore have been employed in the 
transatlantic photo-radio experi- 
ments. 

When asked yesterday whether he 
planned to experiment with his pho- 
to-radio invention over the beam sys- 
tem between America: and .London, 
Captain R. H. Ranger, engineer of 
the Radio Corporation of America, 
said: 

“Sure we will. Any good radio cir- 
cuit can be used for sending pic- 
tures. We have done considerable 
experimenting with short waves in 
connection with picture transmission 
and have found them more satisfac- 
tory than the long waves, chiefly be- 
cause the short waves are keyed 
more easily: By that I mean the 
characters are more perfectly formed 
and we t more is. e more 
dots the better is the quality of the 
picture.” 

The British Government’s contract 
with the Marconi Company, 
ers of the new beam m between 
the installation must be capable of 
sending and receiving a minimum of 
00 words a minute during a daily 
average of twelve hours. ests are 
said to have greatly exceeded this 
+ 5 ame pape estimate of the 
Marconi engineers is an average 
speed during a n to twenty-one 
hours a day of between 130 and 150 
words a minute. It is expected that 
the same efficiency will be main- 
tained over the New York-to-London 
circuit. 

The principle of the beam is that 
it directs the radio energy in a de- 
sired — in much the same 
manner that a searchlight casts a 
beam: of light. Considerable power 
is saved by this method in contrast 
with a broadcasting station, which 
radiates power in directions.

POLICE MORALE. 


Not all the offsets that occur to 
the mind can lessen the first effect 
created by the peculiarly atrocious 
murder of which a member of the 
police force now stands accused. 
The detective work which made 
possible an indictment within forty- 
eight hours after the crime might 
well be called brilliant. Far from 
being influenced by mistaken con- 
cern for the good name of the police 
force, when the signs first pointed 
to Patrolman GRAHAM, the pur- 
suers seem to have been only spurred 
on in their grim duty. We may re- 
member all this, and remember: also 
that among a body of 18,000 men 
the occasional black sheep will be 
found, without reconciling ourselves 
to the thought that violence should 
come by those to whom the com- 
munity looks:for protection against 
violence. It is less than a year since 
a Brooklyn policeman went to the 
electric chair for the murder of an 
innocent shopkeeper. At the pres- 
ent moment the Police Commis- 
sioner is occupied. with other in- 
stances of lawlessness on the force. 
The case of policemen running 
amuck with firearms is becoming 
too common for the peace of the 
public mind. 

This is all the greater pity be- 
cause the city has been recently con- 
gratulating itself on evidences of 
an improved police morale. To this 
factor former Commissioner MC- 
LAUGHLIN attributed the notable de- 
cline in the figures for serious crime 
since the beginning of last Sum- 
mer. That this improvement has 
taken place will not be denied if by 
morale is understood a general rise 
in' efficiency. Several recent dis- 
quieting occurrences, like the over- 
free use of the pistol by policemen 
in crowded streets, may be attrib- 
uted to excess of zeal. But at least 
two murders by policemen in the 
space of something like a year, po- 
licemen charged with burglary and 
policemen firing off guns in sheer 
high spirits testify to a state of 
personal as against professional 
morale which needs to be dealt with. 

In nearly every case the defense 
is drink, as it may turn out to be 
in the present instance. But that 
does not make the situation less 
serious. Ready access to liquor for 
armed men presents the police au- 
thorities with a problem that must 
be sternly dealt with. Like “crime 
waves” and “suicide waves,” a 
wave of lawlessness within the 
police force may conceivably arise 
under the influence of suggestion. 
Speedy justice against the perpetra- 
tors of actual crime should be. sup- 
plemented by a vigorous campaign 
against the minor slacknesses that 
may lead up to outrage.

press by the Lord Chief Justice of 
England. A part of his remarks was 
jocose. But that seems to have been 
the part which struck his hearers as 
most serious. When he spoke of the 
newspapers of England as often a 
sort of “monster working mischief ” 
in politics, he might be accused of 
forgetting the pit from which he 
himself was digged. It was notori- 
ously a newspaper-made Govern- 
ment which recognized his legal 
abilities by giving him successively 
appointment as Solicitor General, 
Attorney General and finally as 
Chief Justice: He may not have 
approved the methods of the North- 
cliffe press in ousting one Prime 
Minister and boasting that it had 
created another, but at any rate he 
accepted his share of the resulting 
rewards of office. All this does not, 
of course, rob his indictment of 
whatever force it may have on its 
inherent merits. When he protests 
against irresponsibility or ignorance 
or sensationalism or self-seeking on 
the part of modern newspapers, it 
becomes all those concerned for the 
good repuje of journalism to give 
him a fair hearing. 

Not all Lord Chief Justices have 
been of the opinion of Lord HEWART. 
One former Lord Chief Justice, Lord 
READING, has recently bought into a 
London newspaper. As a Liberal, he 
may hope to be able to do some 
“mischief” to the Conservative 
Party, but it is impossible to believe 
that he contemplates working for 
anything but the best interests of 
English public life and of the Em- 
pire. It will have been noted that 
Prime Minister FERGUSON of Ontario, 
not having the fear of contempt of 
court before his eyes, took occasion 
to admonish the Lord Chief Justice 
that his railing accusations would 
not be true at least of the Canadian 
press. Very likely his Lordship’s 


| discourse was not intended to be 


taken as a deliberate judicial opin- 
ion. Much may be pardoned an emi-

ROUND-THE-WORLD FLIGHT. 


If the good fortune that attended 
SCHLEE and Brock in their flight 
from Newfoundland to England con- 
tinues, they should circle the globe 
in twenty days or less. The record 
of WELLS and EVANS in 1926 was 
twenty-eight and a half days, but 
steamships, trains and automobiles 
were used as well as lanes. 
Thirteen years earlier JOHN HENRY 
MEARS had gone round the world in 
thirty-five days twenty-one hours 
and twenty-one minutes, but he did 
not fly at all. 

It is the plan of SCHLEE and 
Brock to fly the entire distance in 
the Pride of Detroit; with a change 
of engines at Tokio. Their schedule 
calls for two long sea flights across 
the Pacific, one of 2,480 miles from 
Tokio to the Midway Islands and the 
other of 2,400 from Honolulu to San 
Francisco. From Manila to Tokio 
there will be another sévere over- 
sea test of 1,820 miles, The route 
across Asia from Constantinople to 
Hue, French Indo-China, will be one 
of 6,030 miles, with nine stops. 
From Hue to Manila the sea for 890 
miles will have to be crossed. 

The round-the-world flight of the 
American army fliers, command- 
ed by Lieutenant Lowe. H. SmiTH 
in 1924, was a methodical and leisure- 
ly progress. In that venture 175 days 
elapsed between the departure from 
Seattle on April 6 to the return on 
Sept. 28. The flying time for 26,103 
miles was 365 hours and 11 minutes. 
The arniy men avoided long flights 
on the Pacific by availing themselves 
of’ stops in the Aleutian and Kurile 
to the United States by way of 
Scotiand, Iceland and Southern 
Greenland. | :

The meteorological knowledge is 
there just the same, ready for crises. 
Dr. CLINE and his assistants in de- 
serving this tribute for their par- 
ticular service have won it for the 
weather service at large.

New Jersey is once 
more ina heat about 
Weather the pollution of her 
ocean resorts by gen- 

— — erous washings of 
garbage. Smiling beaches that have 
been moderately clean since early 
Summer have suffered distressing 
waves of litter and rubbish in the 
last few days. Timbers of a size to 
endanger \life and limb have been 
washed in with the tide. 

People along the Jersey coast nat- 
urally look to New York as the cause 
of this misfortune. First suspicions 
leaped at New York garbage con- 
tractors. It was hinted that Mayor 
Watxer had not been true to his 
promise to prevent the practice of 
disposing of garbage at sea. But 
the real miscreant is unquestiona- 
bly the weather. For the past week 
there have been northeast winds, and 
whenever the wind comes from that 
quarter it brings Jersey a varied jot 
of wastage, just as a south wind 
brings the same unwelcome burden 
to the Long Island coast. 

Even in Jersey’s sad case there is 
still truth in that Pollyanna couplet: 

Whichever way the wind doth biow 
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tants. The flat-dweller in Chicago or 
New York knows nothing about his 
néighbor across the hall and cares 
less. The cottager on Main Street has 
an absorbing interest in all his fel- 
low-townsmen, and considerable in- 
formation about them—some of it, to 
be sure, highly inaccurate, but.all in- 
dicative of his curiosity about them. 
More than one novelist has recently 
made capital of the malicious interest 
of villagers in each other. 

The little town of Escalente, ninety 
miles from the nearest railroad in 
Utah, is described by a writer in 
Welfare Magazine as embodying the 
traditional qualities of the American 
village with the gossipy side omitted. 
Its thousand inhabitants live in a 
primitive manner, but with an 
amount of leisure not usually asso- 
ciated with four-room houses, water 
from wells and cisterns and no mod- 
ern. conveniences for the house- 
wives. This means that the women 
drudge away while the men enjoy 
a long Winter holiday. Sheep and 
cattle raising is virtually the sole 
occupation. 

All but four of the inhabitants are 
church members, and church activity 
is highly organized and the chief so- 
cial recreation. There is a community 
consciousness,. developed by. the 
abundant leisure and the similarity 
of the townsfolk, which leads them to 
watch out for each other’s cattle, 
help with each other’s chores, and 
grieve when any member meets with 
misfortune. Farm equipment is 
bought by cooperative purchase, At 
least the male population is thor- 
oughly socialized.

This statement simply shows 
that the Commissioner has not taken 
into account passenger congestion in 
the subways, which is far more dis- 
tressing to a greater number of per- 
sons than vehicular congestion on 
the street. It also shows that he has 
omitted to notice the immense num- 
bers of skyscrapers ‘and near-sky- 
scrapers that there are in the streets 
opening é6ff Fifth Avenue. If there 
are ‘‘no skyscerapers’’ near Fifth Ave- 
nue and Forty-second Street, then 
we must limit the term “‘skyscraper’’ 
to buildings over thirty stories high. 

The congestion in Fifth Avenue is 
due in good misasure to passenger 
vehicles carrying persons to or from 
the downtown skyscraper areas and 
the uptown skyscraper areas adjoin- 
ing the avenue. It is directly due to 
the concentration of people into these 
buildings. What is more, if Commis- 
sioner Payne had ever tried to drive 
along Broadway past the Wall Street 
district at the busy times of day he 
would know that the congestion is 
quite as great there as on Fifth Ave- 
nue, 

Commissioner Payne is further- 
more in serious error in his appraisal 
of the traffic situation in London. 
Theoretically, the thoroughfares in 
London radiate like a wheel and are 
many; theoretically, those in New 
York are few and all in one direc- 
tion.

stocks emphatic. 


Vagaries of cotton and wheat. prices 
can at least be discussed just now in 
relation to the probable situation in 
the field of production and consump- 
tion. No such basis is possible for 
discussion of the present stock mar- 
ket. Description of that market by 
most of the Wall Street scribes sug- 
gests little except a rough-and- 
tumble struggle between ‘‘the bulls’’ 
and ‘“‘the bears,” *in which Wall 
Street spectators on the sidelines 
watch with breathless interest each 
successful or unsuccessful blow at 
the person of either combatant. 
Neither appeared to be knocked into 
the ropes yesterday, but there were 
alternations enough of luck to pro- 
vide abundant variety. When the 
day’s market was over, the visible 
advantage of one side or the other 
was almost exactly what it was when 
the market opened. 

Declines of 5, 9 and 11% points oc 
curred in various highly speculativ- 
stocks, only partly recovered before 
the end. Advances of 3 to 6 points 
were achieved in other industrial 
shares, United States Steel being 
selected as one of the main bene- 
ficiaries. Possibly the enthusias..1 of 
excited Wall Street spectators was 
roused more emphatically by the re- 
covery of an early 3 and 4 point loss 
by General Motors and du Pont 
shares than by any other incident. 
Nothing in the market’s action as 
discussed as if any of the realities 
were at stake; it was merely a ques- 
tion whether bulls or bears would 
win. As a picture of professional 
speculations, on an exceptionally 
large scale and with exceptional dar- 
ing, there was much interest in the 
day’s proceedings. But it had nothine 
to do with the financial position or 
the financial prospects. Railway 
shares moved in more orderly fash- 
ion; mostly, they went a fraction 
Jower. 

Money rates continued very low 

but w hout effect on the bond mar 

ket, where prices haye tended grad- 
ually to slip off. United States Gov 

ernment bonds gave no clue to the 
probable Treasury financing a fort- 
night hence; the program for taking 
up the $1,200,000,000 unconverted 
Second Liberty bonds has been a 
well-kept secret. The effect which 
easy money did not have on bonds it 
continued to exert on sterling, which 
closed yesterday at the high rate of 
the season. 

Of the cotton market’s continued 
and rather wild advance, there is 
little to say except that the spirit of 
speculation is at the moment easily 
aroused in any market and that the 
**boll-weevil talk,”’ with the response 
already made on the Cotton Ex- 
change, has set imagination on fire. 
Much the same comment might have 
been made when wheat rose 11 cents 
a bushel earlier in the month, and 
corn 17 cents. The corn crfrop’s 
situation certainly. seemed. to war- 
rant a considerable rise in price; but 
a market 35 cents above that of a 
year ago has done considerable “‘dis- 
counting,’’ and the wheat crop’s out 
look was hardly developing into a 
shape which would bring conviction 
of scarcity.

With $20,000,000 Subsidiary, 
Parent Organization Now Be- 
comes a Holding Company. 





VAST BUSINESS IS DIVIDED 


Producing, Refining and Mar- 
keting Interests in This Country 
to Be In New Auxiliary. 


FOREIGN UNIT ‘IS PLANNED 


Dependent Groups to Have Assets 
of. About $1,500,000,000— 
No Exchange In Stock. 


The Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey, which has been the keystone 
of the Standard Oil group since the 
splitting up of the Rockefeller petro- 
leum. enterprises under a Supreme 
Court decree in 1911, will become 
merely a. holding company for oper- 
ating subsidiaries under a sweeping 
readjustment plan announced yester- 
day. For the first time since the dis- 
solution the company is dividing its 
business into separate corporate 
units in the interest of closer < ‘e- 
gration of operations and increased 
efficiency. 

Yesterday the Standard of New 
Jersey caused to be placed on file 
with the Secretary of State of Dels- 
ware a certificate of incorporation 
for the new operating company, 
which will bear the same name as 
the parent company. The old com- 
pany, which now becomes a holding 
company, was incorporated in New 
Jersey. The new company, although 
incorporated in Delaware, will be 
known also as the Standard of New 
Jersey. 


The capital stock of the new oper- 
ating company will be $200,000,000, 
consisting of 2,000,000 shares of $100 
per ve_ue each. The old, or holding, 
com>any, by transferring certain of 
its operating functions to the new, 
will take over all the capital stock 
of the latter. Working capital will 
be supplied to the new company by 
the old as it is needed. 


Shipping Unit Formed First. 


The Standard Shipping Company, 
which was created some time ago 
under the laws of Delaware to take 
over the marine business of the 
Standard of New Jersey, has a capi- 
tal stock of $40,000,000 par value, 
all of which will be held by the old 
Standard of New Jersey. E. M. 
Clark has been elected President, 
Robert L. Hague Vice President and 
— manager, and R. F. Hand 
ice President and assistant gen- 
eral manager, These officers and H. 
J. Effelborn, W. L. Insle, W. C. 
Chaloner and C. E. Klipgaard com- 
pose the Board of Directors. The 
officers and directors of the new 
operating company incorporated yes- 
terday have not been chosen. 
Another subsidiary will be formed 
soon to take over the foreign busi- 
ness of the Standard of New Jersey. 
No announcement has been .made 
yet as to that plan. All of the 





Standard of ‘New Jersey's. natn tien 
interests, which are extensive 
will be troauierren : to the company 
to be organized, probably under the 
laws * elaware, as the main oper- 
ating foreign su 

Just what irre ges A be included 
in the Delaware operating company 
was not announc but it is under- 
stood that the roducing, refining 
and marketing departments in this 
country will be grouped. Such pro- 
ducing, refining and marketing in- 
terests as are now han by other 
subsidiaries not wholly owned by the 
Standard of New Jersey will retain 
their present status. The plan of re- 
or zation simply involves’ the 
transfer to the new operating com- 
pany of all interests which are owned 
outright by the parent com y. 

The large subsidiaries such as the 
Humble i and Refining Company, 
the Standard Oil a Comoe of Louisi- 
ana, the Im Lid., and ne 
Internationa Petroleum Company, of 
which the Standard of New Jerse 
owns only a controling interest, will 
continue to function as independent 
units. There is a ibility, that 
later steps will be en to — 
the minority stocks of those com- 
panies with ie. view of having the 
parent company’s wholly owned sub- 
sidiaries take over their activities. 
The present plan, however, contem- 
plates no change in the position of 
the partly owned subsidiaries. 


Carter Oil to Disappear. 

The Carter Oil Company, one of the 
large producing subsidiaries of the 
Standard of New Jersey, will go out 
of existence and its business will be 
taken over by the new operating com- 
pany. Its capital stock of $25,000,000 
is owned by the parent company. 
The natural gas subsidiaries, some 
of which are wholly owned by the 
parent company, will not be taken 
over now. 

The foreign companies to ft. !- 
cluded in the new foreign subsic-ary 
number about eighteen, now organ- 
ized in Europe and South America. 
It is expected that men identified 
with these enterprises will be chosen 
as officers and directors of the new 
foreign subsidiary. 

The value of the capital stock of 


the three new operating subsidiar‘es 
and the Standard of New Jersey's 
share of the stock of its party owned 
subsidiaries is expected to approxi- 
mate rather closely the total assets of 
the present Standard of pd Jersey, 
which are in excess of $1,500,000,000. 
There will not be any nge o 
stock of the old oontpent: for stock in 
companies that have been or will be 
formed. The old Standard of New 
Jersey is merely shifting its business 
to the operati subsidiaries in ex- 
change for al] of their capital stock. 
The old Standard of New Jersey has 
outstanding stock of about ,000,- 
000 par value. 

The division of the old company’s 
business will involve widespread 
changes in the personnel, but only in 
the way of transferring employes 
from the present payroll to the pay- 
rolls of the new companies. The bulk 
of the organization will remain in 
the same location. Employes at the 
company’s main offices, 26 Broad- 
way, will retain their headquarters 
there, for the most part. Necessarily, 
there will be some readjustments in- 
volving transfers, but not a great 
many. There will be some reduction 
in the total personnel eventually, it 
is understood. 

The status of the Standard of New 
Jersey (present company) will com- 
pare, after the reorganization is com- 
pleted, with the United States Steel 
Corporation, which is fp-incipally a 
holding company with its operating 
interests nominally segregated in in- 
dividual companies.

VULCAN DETINNING 
UNDER SCRUTINY 


Committee of Stock Exchange 
Calls for Report of Last 
Week’s Transactions 


BREAK IN STOCKS FOLLOWS 


Evidence of Manipulation Sought— 
Small Quantity of Common 
Shares Outstanding. 


The Business Conduct Committee 
of the New York Stock Exchange 
has begun an investigation into the 
causes of the recent violent fluctua- 
tions in the common stock of the Vul- 
can Detinning Company. The stock, 
following the announcement that the 
inquiry had been started, broke badly 
on the Stock Exchange, closing at 
46% with a net loss of 8% points. 
The Class A stock, in which there 
was very light trading, closed down 
8 points. The common, Class A and 
preferred stocks are dealt in only in 
odd lots. There was no trading in 
the preferred yesterday. 

The investigation by the Business 
Conduct Committee was started after 


the common stock had moved rather 
sensationally last week. This stock 
closed the week with a net gain of 
13% points, the Class A with a net 
gain of 10% and the preferred with 
a net gain of 24%. There were gyra- 
tions in all three classes in the week, 
with the trend mainly upward. 

W. J. Buttfield, endear of the 
company, announced last Friday that 
there was nothing in the business of 
the company to account for the spec- 
tacular —_— movements. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the buying 
was a result of extravagant predic- 
tions as to earnings of the com y. 

Secreta E. D. Cox of the 
Stock Ex e, acting for the Busi- 
ness Conduc Committee, asked 
member firms ‘‘to furnish it by noon 
Wednesday with a list of all trans- 
22 to 27, 
inclusive, in the Vulcan Detinning 
Company common stock, giving the 
volume and prices, the names of the 
members or firms with whom the 
transactions were made, and the cus- 
tomers for whom you acted.”’ 

**You are also requested,’’ he wrote, 
“to furnish the committee by the 
above-mentioned hour with the name 
of every individual, firm or other- 
wise, ne position in your office 
in said stock at the close of business 
on Aug. 29, 1927, giving the respec- 
tive long or short position as to each 
of said accounts.’ 

The committee is seeking to deter- 
mine, it is understood, whether there 
has been any improper manipulation 
of the stock. So far as is known, 
there is. no suspicion of a possible 

“‘corner’’ or ‘‘squeeze.’’ The com- 
mon stock is closely held, with only 
about 20,000 shares outstanding.

SAFETY NOT FIRST CONCERN 


Substantial Funds Go to Orange 
Growing Industry—$155,000 
for Public Works. 


In its first year of operation after 
organization in February, 1925, the 
Palestine Economic Corporation in- 
creased its investments in Palestine 
by $575,000, according to a prelim- 
inary report by Bernard Flexner, 
President. The corporation was or- 
ganized by the Non-Partisan Pales- 
tine Conference under the Chairman- 
ship of Louis Marshall, with invest- 
ments of $620,000. -Of the $575,000 
distributed since formation, $155,000 
went to agricultural and cooperative 
credits, $235,000 to mortgage credits 
and $155,000 to credits for public 
works. 

Mr. Flexner pointed out that the 
corporation was compelled to confine 
its investments to improvements re- 
quired primarily on economic 
grounds, although within these limits 
it has not hesitateZ to use funds for 
constructive purposes, ‘‘even though 
there was some doubt as to the safety 
of the investments.” It apportioned 
substantial funds to the orange-grow- 
ing industry, which provides 46 per 
cent. of Palestine exports. 

Although abnormal conditions pre- 
vented the corporation from financ- 
ing building in Tel-Aviv, improve- 
ment of conditions was undertaken 
in Hazafon, a suburb of Tel-Aviv. 
The plan provides that land owned 
by applicants for building loans be 
sold to the Jewish National Fund in 
order that funds invested by the bor- 
rower should be released for build- 
ing. The corporation has also set 
aside $190,000 for the erection of 
houses in Rehoboth. In these mat- 
teres the corporation acts through 
the Palestine Building Loan and Sav- 
ing Association, which it owns. 

The corporation lent $20,000 for 
construction of a road between He- 
dera and the railroad and $75,000 to 
the Jewish National Fund for drain- 
age of malarial marshes on the West- 
ern Kishon, both sums being ad- 
vanced at low rates and with long 
amortization. 

In accordance with its loan provi- 
sions, the corporation, acting 
through the Central Bank of Coop- 
erative Institutions of estine, has 
shared in a consortium for a long-: 
term loan of $100,000 to the Solel 
Boneh, the Jewish workers’ associa- 
tion for building of public works and 
manufacture, the largest contracting 
firm of its kind in Palestine. The 
corporation’s share of the consor- 
tium was $50,000. A short-term ad- 
vance of $20,000, which was repaid, 
Was made to the Workers’ Bank, 
Ltd., to enable the latter to share in 
the ‘consortium. The loan to the 
Solel Boneh was made to reorganize 
it on a sound basis. 

The corporation has contributed 
three-quarters of the long-term re- 
sources of $500,000 and made a one- 

ear loan of $75, 000 for working cap- 
tal to the Central Bank for Cooper- 
ative Credits, which the corporation 
directs in cooperation with the Pica 
and the London Economic Board. In 
er rrr the corporation placed an 
additional $80,000 of long-term agri- 
cultural loans to cooperatives at the 
disposal of the Central Bank.
